The neighborhood inquiry produces the bulk of the most pre- 
iced information both from the over friendly neighbor who over- 
aclis the Subject ov the unfriendly type who isnot averse to malignuing | 
the individual being investigated. The former is easier to detect than | 
the latter but both types of information have to be analy jned and evaluated | 
in order that a factual picture is obtained and pepouted: 


The self serving declaration of an fnatviduals €.Q, a Personnel | 
History Statement should be analyzed to determine if there are any | 
untrug statements or if there is any "puffins". Jixperience has 
demonstrated however that such "puffing"! is much easier to detect 
than the prejudiced information given by an ‘objective’ third party. 


In the socosed handbook, every effort will be made te insure 
that the field roporter usea all sources, points out the usability or : 
vatue of given information, and reports the information objectively. - : : 
in short, it is desired that the ficld reporter will use the surgeon's | 
acalpel instead of the butcher's cleaver in the obtaining, evaluating 
and reporting of information. o
